Obſervation is, T. "Ys, it may ry 
with e looked upon as an eminent Confirmation of the 


Truth of Chriſtianity, that ſo wonderful” an 
Account ſhould be given of the Tranſactions of

The Verity ot our Holy Religion is proved 
from two Things principally, viz. Miracles 
and Propheſy : and both theſe Arguments have 
been excellently improved by Learned Men. 
But yet, as the fir/# of theſe was perhaps the 
principal and moſt convinciog Topic to thoſe 
that lived in our Saviour's Days: So look up- 
on the Second to be the molt conliderable to 
thoſe that live in after Ages. Nay we find that 
Chriſt himſelf did not lay the Foundation af 
the Belief of his Miſſion on Miracles alone, but 
ſeemed to build the Faith of his Diſciples chiefly 
on the Cd. Teſtament Propheſies; as he did to the 
two Diſciples going to Emaus, Luke 24. 27, &c. 
And J ſuppoſe, it is too plain to need any Proof, 
that the Apoſtles did ever inſiſt upon the Prophe- 
hi es of the Old Teſtament, more than either upon

It has therefore been the Work of Learned 
Men in all Ages to prove that Chriſt was the 
True Meſſias, and conſequently that his Infti 
tution of Religion was truly Divine; by ſhews 
ing how punQually the Old-Teftament Propbe. 
ſies were fulfilled in him. But I am much miſ 
taken, if an Impartial Conſiderer of the New- 
Teſtament Propheſies may not find ſome things 
that do almoſt as plainly characterize ſeveral la. 
ter Events, as the antient Propheſies did the for- 
mer. And of this, let what J have ſaid of -:he 
' Gth and th Seal, and th and 6th Tr. th, 
and of the Slaughter of the M. itneſſes, be raken 
as Inftances. Or if this will not be allowed, 
let it be conſidered, that we ſee the full com. 
pletion of the Old- Teſtament Propheſies rela- 
ting to the Erection of Chriſtianity, whereas 
we ſee not the intire fulfilling of the Apocalyp- 
tical Ones. Therefore we muſt make allowance 

for the different Repreſentation of the one and 
the other of theſe, For they only that on 
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nog live after the great Battel of Armageddon is over, 
las, can ſee the exact fulfilling of this Propheſy in 
ro: the Deſtruction of Antichriſt, with the fame 
the advantage they ſee alſo the fulfiling of Daniel's 
nd. Viſions with reſpe& to the Coming of the 
t of M-Meffiah and his Death. We therefore now 
And have no more advantage. as to time, in explain- 
he ing and underſtanding this latter Event, than 
the Jews had as to the firſt, who lived in the 
Days of the Maccabees, while Daniel's Weeks 
of Years were running out. And I queſtion 
if they then did underſtand the Periods of Time 
they were under, more clearly, if at all ſo 
diſtinctly, as we do the times that have paſt o- 
ver the Chriſtian Church, and that part of 
ohe. time we are now under. Therefore I ſay, we 
niſ . have great reaſon to thank God, that ſo much 
ew- of this Book is already made fo clear to us, 
ing as to prove confirming thus far to our Faith. 
la:. For whatever differences have been among the 
for- moſt eminent Interpreters of this Book, as to
